APTAIN, with General Winder’s 
army in full flight, and those red 
coats rolling on in their wake, it 
looks as though it will be up to us 
to stop them. I have placed the 
cannon to cover the road and they shall be 
within range very shortly.” 

Commodore Joshua Barney glanced at the 
remnants of Winder’s army as it streamed 
past his position. He could see the brilliant 
red coats of the veteran fighters under Gen 
eral Ross as they advanced along the road, in 
traditional English marching formation. Bar 
ney, along with Captain Samuel Miller, of 
the Marines, had brought up several pieces 
of artillery to cheek the British advance on 
Washington. Ross had marched his fighters 
through the small town of Bladensburg, rout 
ing Winder’s army at the first volley. The 
American defenders had become panic 
stricken and fled in disorder, leaving Bar 
ey’s Marines and sailors practically the 
only obstacle between the British and the 
Capitol. 

‘*If Stansbury will only hold his position 
on that hill to our left, we might be able 
to set back Ross,” said the Marine. “TI have 
placed my men on the right flank, and if 
Ross attacks our center, we might be able 
to check them with our artillery fire.’’ 

Further conversation was cut off by Bar 
ney as he shouted, ‘‘Stand by, men, here 
they come!’’ Miller left to take his place 
on the right flank, and the tiny American 
foree made ready to hold off the British. 
Weatherbeaten, rollicking, fighters, the 
Americans had experienced many a skirmish 
with the British before the present fight 
Miller glaneed over the thin rank of Marines 
as they waited for the British to come with 
in effective range. ‘‘ These men won’t run,’’ 
he mused, ‘‘and they ’ll give Ross and his men 
a hot time while they’re on the job.’’ The 
men seemed to bear out the Captain’s esti 
mate as they quietly and methodically 
checked their equipment, some smoking a 
last pipe before the battle. Everywhere in 
the American ranks was quiet confidence. 

The English were within musket range 
now, and Miller’s thoughts were cut off 
by the roar of one of the eighteen-pounders 
The shot landed in 





from Barney’s division. 
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the middle of the approaching column, wip 
ing out a small foree of light fighters that 
Ross had placed in the lead. The enemy 
halted direetly in front of the Marines, and 
the rattle of musketry drowned out the 
sound of voices, as the British seattered un 
der the galling fire. Withdrawing slightly, 
Ross sent his two crack divisions, the 85th 
and the 4th to the right of the defenders 
in an attempt to flank the Americans. Splen 
did fighters, the two divisions had well mer 
ited the title of ‘‘ The King’s Own.’’ 

Shouting hoarsely, the Marines leaped for 
ward and roared into the cream of the 
British forees, splitting the column in their 
first mad rush. No match for the wild 
fighting men in Marine blue and yellow in 
the close combat that followed, the English 
broke and fled, leaving the Marines in sole 
command of the field. Rounding up his fight 
ers, who were intent on mopping up in the 
English wake, Miller finally brought them 
back to their former position, and the men 
onee again poured a withering fire into the 
red clad ranks. 

‘«Splendid, Captain, splendid, but I fear 
we are in for some real trouble now,’’ shout 
ed Barney as he rode up to Miller. Flinging 
himself from his horse, he dispatched the 
mount and then strode over to the Marine 
captain, who was directing the fire uf his 
men. ‘* They have routed Stansbury, and are 
now attacking us on the left,’’ he shouted, 
barely able to be heard over the battle’s 
roar. “As long as you keep them off our 
right flank, I think we still have a chance.’’ 
Hardly had he spoken, when Miller crumpled 
to the ground, blood spurting from a terrible 
wound in his arm. ‘‘Here, sergeant, give 
me a hand with the Captain,’’ shouted Bar 
ney, to a powder-grimed Marine who was 
loading his musket, ‘‘we must attend him, 
he is bleeding badly.” Leaving Miller in 
the hands of three of his men, the Commo 
dore stumped back along the line, unmindful 
of the shot that whistled all around him. 

Three more British attacks were repulsed 
by the savagely fighting Americans, and the 
British withdrew slightly to reform and for 








mulate a plan to wipe out the troublesome 
defenders. The Marines and sailors grimly 
fingered their muskets and awaited the new 
assault. Barney, shot through the leg, re 
fused to go to the rear, and, propped up on 
the ground, continued to direct his small 
foree. 

Both sides kept up a fierce hail of shot in 
a sniping battle, and Barney had hopes of 
holding off the attackers until Winder might 
reform his men, and come to his aid. His 
thoughts were rudely shattered a few minutes 
later when a bedraggled Marine came run 
ning to his side. ‘‘Sir, our ammunition 
drivers have fled with their carts, and we 
are almost out of powder.’’ The English 
have encireled us, and I fear we are in 
for some trouble. They are getting ready 
to attack from all sides and we have enough 
to repulse one more advance.’’ 

‘*Plague those craven drivers,’’ growled 
the wounded Commodore, ‘‘give the com 
mand to fall back. These men have fought 
too courageously to be slaughtered without 
a chance.’’ 


EFORE he could give the command, 
however, the English launched a 
new attack, and the Marines set 
themselves to fight off the new in 
vasion, sereft of ammunition, the 
defenders grimly took to cutlasses and pikes 
in a deadly effort to keep the British from 
storming their position. The hand to hand 
fighting became savage as the little Ameri 
ean foree fought for their lives, hacking 
great gaps into the oncoming British ranks. 
Slowly they fell back, fighting furiously as 
the red horde rolled over their position. Cut 
off in the rear, they savagely hacked their 
way through the British lines, and beat an 
orderly retreat down the road. The British 
advance halted, as the Marines hewed their 
way clear, and the last of the defenders set 
off for Washington. 

Ragged, powder-blackened, drenched with 
sweat and blood, these survivors had faced 
four thousand British veterans and done 
what the Marine Corps had asked them to do.

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shells burst on contact with the tree-tops, 
so that the air seemed filled with not only 
humming, buzzing steel fragments, but 
also limbs and branches of trees. Gas 
from the high explosive shells began to 
fill our lungs, eyes und noses, causing them 
to burn miserably, and the nose and eyes 
to water profusely as though we had se 
vere colds. As the shelling continued, 
the nerves of a few of the boys began 
to snap. One of them, a corporal whom 
I shall eall Skenk, and who had been 
particularly loud in previous days as to 
how he was going to win the war, became 
extremely annoying. He moaned and 
groaned loudly, and oceasionally sereamed, 
“Gas, Gas,” causing us to add to our mis 
ery by putting on our masks, whose nose 
clamps tortured noses already raw from 
too frequent blowing. Personally, I didn’t 
get a whiff of anything more dangerous 
than perhaps a little “tear” gas mixed with 
a lot of high explosive gas. 

At the beginning of the bombardment 
Sgt. Grow returned, his face white and 
strained. “My God,” he said, to me, “I’m 
to blame for this shelling. I was looking 
out from the other side of the woods 
when I let a large branch slip out of my 
hands, causing the white side of the leaves 
to show towards the German lines.” “For 
get it,” I replied, “How about that plane 
that flew over us. You know that the 
Squareheads captured a lot of good French 
planes on this drive and I have an idea 
that this was one of them. At any rate 
the shelling started soon after his visit.” 
But Grow continued to blame himself. 

At last Sgt. Richardson went into the 
woods to look around. Diseovering that 
the woods were full of fox holes of its 
former occupants he called out to us to 
come in and oecupy them. Everybody 
then made a dash for the holes, but I was 
delayed by assisting Hensel, so that by 
the time we had found one for him, I 
couldn’t find one immediately. Not caring 
to walk around any longer than necessary 
I tlopped down in a small depression in the 
ground. Five minutes later Richardson 
called to me, “Hey, Nelson, bring Hensel 
over here. I have a nice big, deep hole.” 
**Alright,’’ I answered, most unenthusiasti 
eally, for the spot I was on seemed much 
safer than walking even a short distance 
in that woods. Finally I foreed myself 
to my feet and had taken a few steps, 
when I heard the peculiar rumbling sound 
of an approaching trenech-mortar _ shell, 
Quickly I hit the dirt, and, believe it or 
not, looking back, I saw that shell ex 
plode exactly on the spot where I had 
been lving! 

NSTANTLY my fear left me. What 
better proof needed I that my time 
had not yet come? Walking boldly 
over to the shallow hole occupied 
by Hensel, I helped him to his feet, 
one of his arms around my shoulders 
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nd assisted him over to Rich’s hole. This 
hole was about three feet deep, so I put 
my rifle down first in order for Hensel to 
lower himself into the hole by putting part 
of his weight on it. He had just grasped 
the tip of the bayonet when a shell burst 
in the trees directly above us. Instinctive 
ly we both jumped into the hole together. 
When I looked up, there was Hensel sitting 
1 a corner of the hole gazing ruefully at 
his bleeding hand. The point of my bay 
onet had passed through the flesh between 
his thumb and forefinger. So once more I 
tied him up. 

In the hole besides Richardson was an 
other member of the Platoon named Terry. 
He, also had been wounded, half of one 
of his thumbs having been sliced off length 
wise. Another salvo of shells’ burst 
against the trees near us, and again the 
ery of “Gas!” sounded through the smoke. 
In accordance with standing orders for 
unwounded men to adjust their own masks 
before taking care of wounded men, Rich 
and I put ours on and then turned to 
assist Hensel and Terry. gut both their 
masks were on, in spite of crudely band 
iged thumbs. 

Sometime after 9:30 P. M., when dusk 
had obscured the German hill-tops from 
our view, Rich moved us out of the woods 
into the fields to the south, so to get away 
from the shelling, and where the little 
breeze that was blowing would take the 
gas out of our eyes. Darkness came at 
last, and, Lt. Kennedy still being missing, 
Sgt. Richardson not knowing what to do 
with us, finally decided to report back to 
Regimental Headquarters for _ instrue 
tions. When we arrived there we were 
lined up along the edge of the road and 
examined by doctors. Those who said they 
were sick or had been gassed were tagged 
ind taken away. The rest of us were told 
to spend the night in the deep ditch beside 
the road and rejoin the company in the 


i! 


morning. 

At daybreak Richardson was informed 
by headquarters that our company was in 
the town of Bouresches, and that we could 
safely go down the road from Luey-le 
Boecage to Bouresches. The only thing that 
we had to be alert for was a pocket of gas 
in a low spot before reaching Lucy. So in 
in extended column of twos, one file on 
each side of the road, we set forth. As 
we neared Luey we passed our first sign of 
the attack of the previous afternoon, a 
machine-gun mule, still hitched to his lit 
tle cart, curled up in the roadside as 
though asleep instead of being dead. The 
low point in the road before Lucey, about 
which we had been warned, was reached. 
While there was a definite taint of mus 
tard gas in the air, there did not seem to 


be a dangerously heavy concentration of 
gas, so we just hurriedly passed through. 
Luey-le-Boeage was __ terribly knocked 
ibout. The streets we traversed were 


scarcely more than wagon trails which 
wound in and out of piles of debris from 
shell-wrecked buildings, while the air was 
heavy with the all too-familiar smell of 
high explosive gas occasionally tinged with 
mustard. Nor, as I look back now, did 
we meet a_ single person, The entire 
countryside seemed to have become sud 
dently depopulated. 

Leaving Luey, the road slanted down 
hill for two or three hundred yards under 
cover of the western tip of the woods, 
which I have sinee identified from maps, 
as the one in which we spent the previous 
afternoon. At the bottom of the hill we 
crossed a culvert over a ravine, rounded a 
curve to the north-east, and found our 
selves out in the open with the road 
stretching across a little valley to Bou 
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resches barely visible against the hills be 
hind it, two kilometers away. On our left 
the ravine paralleled the road for a short 
distance, and, when the road angled off to 
the right, the ravine continued straight 
on to a large woods. On our right, cover 
ing a more distant crest, was another 
woods, the one of our previous day’s ex 
perience, while sweeping down from the 
trees to the road was what had been a 
splendid stand of wheat. Now it was not 
only trampled and twisted in all directions, 
but also torn and gashed in countless spots 
of raw earth thrown up by exploding 
shells, while seattered at irregular inter 
vals over the field were shapeless dark 
blotches showing starkly against the light 


er color of the fallen wheat. A glance at 
the nearest of them identified them as dead 
Marines. Quickly I shifted my gaze back 
to the other side of the road, only to see 
an occasional abandoned Maxim gun with 
its attendant ammunition boxes and belts, 
and a German corpse or two. 

Silently we moved along the road. In 
fact the whole countryside was silent, 
strangely and unnaturally silent. Nervous 
ly I looked ahead, and being at the head 
of the column, could see Marines on the 
edge of the Bouresches waving strenuously 
to us, and could hear them faintly shout- 
ing something indistinguishable. “They 
seem awfully glad to see us coming,” I 
thought, “maybe they are expecting a 
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surprised he was that same morning to 
find two German machine-gun bullets in 
his mess kit. It was then that I first 
learned that two of the 4th platoon had 
been killed by the two shells that had ex 
ploded in our midst on the road. They were 
Beatty and Venn, two of the youngest of 
our platoon, and were brought in by a 
resene party while I was in the first-aid 
station with Oleson. 

Years later Cpl. Joe Burns told me about 
that rescue in detail. Napier, from one of 
the hilly sections of the Mid-west, and who 
was apparently wholly free from fear, had 
taken quite a liking to Joe. When volun 
teers were ealled for to pick up our two 
casualties, Napier stepped forward im 
mediately and said, “We'll go, won't we, 
Joe?’* Of eourse all Joe eould say was 
“Sure.” Two others, whom T believe were 
Roman and Cassidy also volunteered, so 
the four of them found a large door, and 
set out. Onee elear of the town, the Boche 
opened up on them with the same Austrian 
88mm. guns whieh had fired on us, and 
machine-guns with which, until then, they 
had been chasing a couple of ration cart 
mules about the wheat field before us. $y 
fast moving, a judicious use of cover, and 
good luek they managed to not only reach 
the two bovs lying in the road, but also 
place them on the door and safely bring 
them in. The closest eall any of them had 
was when Cassidy was smacked in the eve 
by a elod of dirt thrown up by a shell 
burst. Later all but Joe reeeived citations. 
One of Joe’s big desires is to meet Lt. 
Skelton some day and ask him how it was 
possible for only three men to carry a large 
door on which lay two men for two or 
three hundred yards. “There are four eor 
ners to a door, aren't there?” always econ

Il also learned that the ration § eart, 
iround whose wreckage we had been pass 

g when the shells burst in our midst, had 
een blown up only a short time before we 
put in our appearance In it, besides sup 


plies sorely needed by the troops 1 Bor 
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resches, were Lt. MeFarland, Battalion 
Quartermaster, and three men, all of whom 
were severely wounded. No wonder the 
Germans had remained so quiet as we ap 
proached that fatal spot, wholly unaware 
that we were walking into a trap! The 
Austrian 88’s trained on that spot were 
about the deadliest guns the Germans pos 
sessed because the shells traveled on a flat 
trajectory, like a rifle bullet, so that the 
shell reached us before the warning shriek 
of its approach could be heard. 


HILE in the, first-aid station with 
Oleson, LT missed seeing the spee 
tacular dash of a five-ton truck of 
the Ammunition Train into Bou 
resches over that same road from 
Luey -le-Boeage. It was loaded with 
much-needed rifle ammunition, and, be 
sides the truck driver it earried Lt. Moore 
of our 2nd Platoon, and Sgt. Maj. Quick of 
Regimental Headquarters. Sinee our com 
pany was in Bouresehes it has always 
puzzled me just how Lt. Moore happened 
to be on that tryek. Perhaps he had been 
sent back during the night for those sup 
plies. Anvway, aceording to the = story 
often told by Joe Burns, when the boys 
heard the truek roaring along the road, 
twisting to avoid shell-holes, bouneing over 
the ones it couldn't miss, they lined the 
edge of town and cheered lustily each time 
the truek emerged safely from close shell 
bursts, as though urging on a broken field 
runner for their favorite football team. 
Reaching our town it swerved on two 
wheels into the nearest courtyard out of 
enemy observation, and skidded to a stop 
with its radiator boiling. Fearful that its 
arrival would draw heavy shell-fire, the 
truek was quickly unloaded and some of 
the bandoleers distributed to those pres 
ent. It then stopped at the aid-station to 
be loaded with wounded, as [I have already 
noted during my stay there. The wounded 
aboard, it onee more raced along the road, 
followed lv shell bursts so closely that one 
of them seemed to lift the rear wheels clear 
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of the road for a moment. The Lieutenant 
and the Sergeant-major were awarded the 
Distinguished Service Cross, but so far as 
I have been able to learn the truck 
driver reeeived nothing. 

During the process of checking up on 
missing faees that morning, I was sur 
prised at the larger number of our own 
platoon which had left us the night before. 
Besides Beatty, Venn, and Hensel, there 
must have been fifteen others who had re 
ported themselves as casualties from the 
strafing of the previous afternoon. Even 
Roberts had gone back as a gas casualty, 
and if that Irishman said he was suffering 
from gas, there must have been gas. Even 
Morgan and Cpl. Cantero were not present. 
However it was generally believed that the 
latter two had merely been overlooked 
when we moved out from Regimental 
Headquarters that morning. This proved 
to be correct as they subsequently rejoined 
us that day. Fortunately they had been 
sensibly directed into town by way of the 
ravine instead of the exposed road, 

After the first flush of the excitement of 
meeting old friends had died down, Sgt. 
Richardson cautioned us to resume digging 
in as the heavy shells continued to burst 
among the houses of the town. I started to 
work in a hole that was already three or 
four feet deep with the idea of extending 
it to others on either side, thus making a 
continuous trench. While working LI no 
ticed that one shell kept exploding about 
seventy-five yards to the south of us in an 
open field just beyond the edge of the 
town. Each time I heard it coming I 
would stop working long enough to see if 
it was going to hit closer. During one of 
these pauses, while I was stooping below 
the edge of the hole, I saw a large blurred 
object the shape of a shell dart into the 
earth at the exaet spot of the explosion, 
which followed instantaneously. That was 
the only time that I ever saw an incoming 
shell. It was probably due to the brilliant 
sunshine where the shell landed, while my 
eves were in the shadow of the trench.

The stamp honoring John Philip Sousa, 
one-time leader of the United States Marine 
Band and the only Marine ever to be hon 
ored by the issuance of a postage stamp, 
will be of 2e value. Its first-day sale is 
scheduled for May 3, at Washington, D. C. 

Collectors who desire first-day covers bear 
ing copies of the above stamps must send 
their self-addressed envelopes, together with 
money to pay for the stamps, to the post 
masters at the first-day sale cities. 

To secure the official cancellation on 
stamps of the le and 2e denomination, at 
least three le stamps must be ordered, and 
two 2¢ stamps. Covers should reach the va 
rious postmasters before the official date of 


first-day sale. 


WANTED—THIS YEAR: A MARINE 
CORPS STAMP. 

Already with the most extensive stamp 
program facing it, the POD is now planning 
for even more adhesives. On Saturday, 
January 6th, Postmaster General Farley 
announced over the air that a stamp com 
memorating the 50th anniversary of the 
founding of the Pan-American Union would 
be issued on April 14th. Necessarily, this 
stamp will be sandwiched between some of 
those of the Scientists Group in the Famous 
Americans Series, 

The Postmaster General also announced 
that two more states will be honored with 
stamps. On July 3, a stamp commemorating 
the 50th anniversary of its admission to the 
Union will be issued for the State of Idaho. 
Wyoming will be similarly honored on July 


10th. 


Readers will have noticed that the last 
of the Famous Americans series is sched 
uled for October 28. So if the POD should 
decide to issue one or more stamps commem 
orating the Marine Corps’ 165th birthday 
anniversary on November 10, there will be 
no conflict with other adhesives. 

Many readers have written to tell us that 
they have followed our suggestion that they 
request such a stamp from the POD. We 
again offer thanks to all who are participat 
ing in this effort, and urge those who have 
not yet written to the Postoffice Department 
to do so NOW. The great number of in 
dividual requests will materially influence 
the final decision of the POD.

Duffy arrived Saturday, November 4, 
1939, from Philadelphia in answer to the 
request of the San Diego Marines that they 
be allowed to have a maseot for the foot 


ball team. Dr. and Mrs. Frederic James 
presented him to the service and the dog 
officially was enlisted in the Marine Corps. 


As far as is known Duff is the only pri 
vate in the history of the Corps to have an 
aide. By order of Brig. Gen. W. P. Up 


shur, base commandant, Plat. Sgt. Don 
Beeson, on duty in the athletic depart 
ment, was detailed as “aide-de-canine,.” 
Over his signature, General Upshur issued 
the order as follows:

That was the first of the two orders 
which Private Duffy’s arrival brought from 
the commandant’s oftice. The next was 


sent to the recruit depot notifying the 


officer in charge that Private James Jolly 
Plum Duff, a new recruit without previous 
military experience, was to be given a 
week of intensive drill so that he would be 
prepared to “capably carry out his duties 
November 11, 1939, when the Marine Corps 
football team plays San Diego State col 
lege in Balboa stadium.” 

You can see that Duffy caused quite a 
commotion at the barracks. At the same 
time he took an instant liking to football 
and yesterday when Maj. Elmer Hall drove 
the Marines through secret practice Pri 
vate Duffy, on a leash held by his aide, 
Plat. Sgt. Beeson, expressed his approval 
with frequent outbursts of throaty bark 
ing. 

A half brother to Jiggs 4th, who was 
Murine maseot half a dozen years ago, 
Duffy was shipped in a huge kennel and he 
earried an insurance tag of $370.00. He 
brought with him registration papers and 
an elaborate list of diets and instructions 
on his care. 

Yesterday morning Sgt. Beeson was in a 
quandary trying to decide whether to give 
Duffy a breakfast of cod liver oil ovals 
and charcoal ovals or to let him try a 
dozen slightly serambled eggs. The diet 
sheet mentioned those as two of the three 
choices the dog is permitted to have. His 
evening meal consisted of two pounds of 
cooked beef cubes with three or four kinds 
of vegetables. From that it is apparent 
that Duffy has a pretty fair appetite for 
a young fellow who won’t be three years 
old until January 31, 1940.

Sgt. Beeson and the Marine footballers a
